VISITING ONTARIO? 


If you’re planning to fish during a visit 
to Ontario, you should know about new 
fishing regulations that will affect all non- 
resident anglers. 

Ontario’s marvelous fishing is some- 
thing all anglers want to help preserve, for 
today and for the future. For this reason, 
Ontario has revised its non-resident angl- 
ing licences and instituted special protec- 
tion for two favorite trophy species — 
muskellunge and lake trout. 


LICENCES — YOUR CHOICE 

Visitors from the U.S. and other countries 
can take their pick from different types of 
licences including: 
e The Four-Day: This is our traditional 
short-term licence for anglers planning a 
long weekend or a few days in Ontario. 
Cost: $10. 
e The 21-Day Licence: A new licence aimed 
at anglers who visit Ontario for one fishing 
vacation of up to three weeks, which is 71 
per cent of all non-resident anglers each 
year. Cost: $20. 
e The Seasonal Licence: A licence for non- 
residents who want to return to fish 
throughout the season, or for those who 
plan several Ontario fishing trips at differ- 
ent times of the year. Cost: $30. 
e The Spousal Licence: A licence for non- 
residents who wish to fish with their fami- 
lies. Cost: $40. 


CANADIAN RESIDENTS 
A seasonal licence for Canadians who 
are not residents of Ontario is $6.25. 


TAGS FOR MUSKELLUNGE 
AND LAKE TROUT 

If youare among the enthusiastic anglers 
who visit Ontario with hopes of hooking a 


muskellunge or lake trout, you’ll need a 
special tag. Muskie and lake trout are 
fierce fighters so they’re popular game 
fish. These qualities create increased 
fishing pressure so we're taking pre- 
cautions to offer them special protection. 
Ministry surveys in some areas prove that 
these species need special management 
measures. 

That’s why Ontario has established 
“species specific tags”, something that is 
already common in many states. All non- 
residents of Ontario — from other prov- 
inces, the U.S. or other countries — need 
$5 tags to fish for either muskellunge or 
lake trout. These tags, valid for one year, 
can be applied to any non-resident and 
Canadian resident angling licences held 
during the season. 


An additional Border Water Tag is 
required by non-resident anglers planning 
day trips to specified areas in north- 
western Ontario. See page 6. 


LICENCES & TAGS—HOW TO GET THEM 
All licences and tags will be available 
through the Ministry of Natural Resources’ 
provincewide system of 3,000 licence 
issuers. Licences and other certification 
will also be available through the mail. 


RESOURCE PROTECTION 

Ontario offers unique and plentiful 
sports fishing, from walleye fishing in Lake 
Erie to brook trout fishing in the Hudson 
Bay lowlands, with at least 250,000 lakes 
and a multitude of rivers in between. 

New and improved hatcheries, aggres- 
sive fish management programs, com- 
munity involvement projects, increased 
stocking... they’re vital, and expensive. But 
we have to do more to continue to protect 
this valuable resource.

Stay on top 


Three million anglers in Ontario get to their favorite fishing hole by 
boat, usually small boats like car toppers and canoes. Most 
accidents occur in boats like these and many of them involve sport 
fishermen. 


Did you know that alcohol is a factor in almost half of all boating 
fatalities in Ontario? Many of these fatalities involve fishing 
enthusiasts. 


Remember: 
e Stay close to shore if you’re in a small boat. 


e Before you set out, make sure you have an approved life jacket or 
personal flotation device for each person on board. 

° Be especially wary of fast water. It usually leads to rapids or falls. 

e Even a little alcohol can seriously affect your ability to operate a 
boat safely. Normal boating conditions such as sunlight, wind 
and waves add to its effects. 


e In Ontario, it is an offence to consume alcohol in other than a 
residence or licensed premise.

PROVINCEWIDE 
REGULATIONS 


THE FISHERIES ACT _ 

_ The Fisheries Act of Canada (Section 31 and 
parts of 33) is designed to protect what the Act 
describes as “fish habitats” which are defined 
as “spawning grounds and nursery, rearing, 
food supply and migration areas on which fish 
depend, directly or indirectly, in order to carry 
out their life process.” It is your responsibility 
as an angler and citizen to obey the provisions 
of this act and eee fish habitat: from 
degradation. 


SPORT FISHING LICENCES 


RESIDENT (of Ontario) 

Resident of Ontario means a person who 
has actually resided in Ontario for a period of 
seven months during the 12 months immedi- 
ately preceding the time that his residence be- 
comes material under the Fishery Regulations. 

A holder of a Quebec angling licence, either 
resident or non-resident, is deemed to be resi- 
dent of Ontario when angling in the waters of 
Clarice Lake, Labyrinth Lake and Raven Lake 
in Division 19, and in all waters of Division 12.

POWERS OF THE CONSERVATION 

OFFICER 
Enforcement of the fishery laws is primarily 

the responsibility of Ontario's Conservation 

Officers who are assisted by Deputy Conserva- 

tion Officers, Fishery Officers and Fishery 

Guardians. 

These Officers have certain powers to effec- 
tively enforce the appropriate fishery legisla- 
tion. 

_ The Game and Fish Act permits Conserva- 

tion Officers and Deputy Conservation Officers 

with reasonable and probable grounds, and 
without warrant to: - 

1. (a) Stop, enter and search any aircraft, vehi- 

cle and vessel, 

(b) Enter and search any fishing, hunting, 
mining, lumber or construction camp, 
and 

(c) Open and inspect any trunk, box, bag, 
parcel or receptacle if he believes fish are 
possessed in contravention of the Act. 

2. Arrest, any person found committing a con- 
travention of the Act. 

3. Stop a vehicle or vessel to: 

(a) determine if the occupants have been | 
fishing or 

(b) obtain information as to the number 
and species of fish taken 

4. Seize fish and other items used in contraven- 
tion of the Act. 

THE FEDERAL FISHERIES ACT PERMITS 

A FISHERY OFFICER TO: 

1. Search without warrant any building, vehi- 
cle, vessel or place other than a permanent 
dweiling house if he has reasonable and pro- 
bable grounds to believe fish have been 
taken in contravention of the Act. 

2. Arrest without warrant any person he be- 


lieves, on reasonable and probable - 


grounds, is committing, is preparing to 
commit or has committed an offence 
against this Act. 


3. Enter upon and pass through or over any pri-. 
vate property in the discharge of his duties. 


4. Seize any fishing vessel, fishing gear, vehi- 
cle etc., which he believes on reasonable 
grounds to have been used in connection 
with the commission of an offence against 
this Act. 

(Note: All Conservation Officers are also 

Fishery Officers) 

lf you have any questions about the 
fishery laws and regulations, do not 
hesitate to contact the nearest Conser- 
vation Officer or Natural Resources 
District Office. 


It is an offence if an issuer fails to complete 
a licence or if an angler uses a licence which 
has not been fully completed at the time of pur- 
chase, so please check your licence carefully 
when you purchase it. 

A licence is not transferable, so don’t lend it 
to anyone. 

An angler must have his licence with him 
when fishing. 

A Conservation Officer or Deputy Conser- 
vation Officer is empowered to enforce the 
fishery laws. When asked to see your licence, 
you are required by law to show it to him. 

A non-resident or a Canadian resident under 
the age of 17 may angle without a licence if he 
is accompanied by a member of his family who 
has a licence, but any fish that he catches will 
legally be part of the catch limit of the person 
who holds the licence. 


NATIONAL PARKS 

In the National Parks federal regulations 
govern the fishing in the inland waters only of 
the park. The National Parks Fishing Regula- 
tions apply in Pukaskwa National Park, Point 
Pelee National Park and on Beausoleil Island 
in Georgian Bay Islands National Park. For 
further information on the federal parks 
consult the park superintendents. 


LOST ANGLING LICENCES 

Non-residents whose licences were lost, 
stolen or destroyed can obtain a duplicate 
licence by writing for an Application for Search 
form to Wildlife Surveys and Records, Ministry 
of Natural Resources, Whitney Block, Queen’s 
Park, Toronto, Ont. M7A 1W3. There is a fee of 
$5.25 for this service if proof of purchase is 
provided. 


Refer to Maps for each area. 

No person shall have in his possession more 
than one day’s limit of fish, even while angling 
in Canadian — United States International 
boundary waters. 


Re racienlal Fishing Areas are stocked with 
fish for angling by the public. The Province of 
Ontario has seven of these areas and they are 
identified in the map sections of this Fishing 
Summary. Catch limit is five (5) trout and may 
be brook or rainbow trout or any combination 
thereof. 


Refer to maps for each area. 


OPENING DATES FOR FISHING 

Many opening dates have been established 
in the Regulations as the first, second, third or 
last Saturday of the month in question. This 
provides a Saturday opening date that is pre- 
dictable years in advance. (See Open Season 
Guide). Exceptions to these seasons may ex- 
ist. Please refer to information found on pages 
15, 21):27; & 31. 


ATLANTIC SALMON 
January 1 to October 10 


PACIFIC SALMON 
Open season all year. 


There is no closed season on the following 
species: perch, bullhead, chub, catfish, sun- 
fish, rock bass, bluegill, crappie, ling, carp, eel, 
sucker, smelt and white bass except in those 
waters mentioned in Schedule VI — Part 1 of

DEFINITION OF COARSE FISH 

Coarse fish means any member of the gar 
family, bowfin or dogfish, bullhead, catfish, 
burbot or ling, carp, eel, freshwater drum or 
sheepshead, smelt, sucker, mullet or red horse. 


Notes: 

All fishing by means other than angling must 
be carried out between sunrise and sunset ex- 
cept for the taking of smelt, herring and 
whitefish. 

The use of a dip-net or spear to take coarse 
fish, smelt and pike is prohibited in the Thames, 
Ausable and Sydenham Rivers at any time. 

A dip-net used as described below shall not 
exceed 183 cm by 183. cm if angular, or 183cmin 
diameter if circular. (The use of a larger dip-net 
is restricted to the holder of a commercial dip- 
net licence.) 

*A non-resident or a resident of Canada may 
obtain a licence to take fish by means other 
than angling which permits: (i) the taking of 
smelt day or night during the months of 
March, April and May by means of adip-net or 
seine in the same waters in which smelt may 
be dip-netted by a resident (See (4) above); (ii) 
the use of a bow and arrow to take coarse fish 
during the same periods and in the same 
waters in which coarse fish may betaken with 
a bow and arrow by a resident (see (5) and (6) 
above). The licence fee is $6.25. 

**Aresident must have aresident smelt licence 
if he wishes to use a seine for the taking of 
smelt. The licence fee is $1.25. 


GENERAL RESTRICTIONS AND 
PROHIBITIONS 


FISH SANCTUARY FISHING PROHIBITED 
Angling, or taking fish by any other means is 
not permitted in any fish sanctuary. 


DEFINITION OF ANGLING 

Angling means taking or attempting to take 
fish by means of a hook and line, and includes 
casting and trolling, provided the person is ten- 
ding the line. 


HOW MANY FISHING LINES ARE 
ALLOWED? 

One line only is permitted, unless you are an- 
gling through the ice. (Gee WINTER FISHING, 
following.) 


NUMBER OF HOOKS ALLOWED 

A fishing line or lure must not have more 
than four hooks, except where an artificial lure 
is used, three hooks in a gang are deemed to be 
one hook.

RESTRICTION FOR UNBAITED HOOKS 

Unbaited hooks must not be used to take 
fish, except in the case of artificial lures used 
for casting or trolling. (See SNAGGING FISH IS 
ILLEGAL.) 


DISTANCE RESTRICTION FROM NETS, 
CANALS, ETC. 

‘It is not permissible to fish in any manner 
within twenty-five metres of a pound net or 
within twenty-five metres downstream from the 
lower entrance to any fishway, canal, obstacle 


FISHING WITH SPEAR GUN IS ILLEGAL 

The use of a spear gun for the taking of fish 
is prohibited. No person shall have a spear in 
his possession on or within thirty metres of the 
edge of any river, lake or stream, except as out- 
lined in the table, OTHER MEANS OF FISHING 
OPEN TO RESIDENTS OF ONTARIO. 


RESTRICTIONS ON GAFFS, 
SNAGGERS AND SNARES 

A gaff may be used to land fish which have 
been taken by angling, but it is an offence to 
fish with or be in possession of a spring gaff, a 
baited or unbaited snagger, or a snare capable 
of taking fish on or within thirty metres of any 
waters. 


ARTIFICIAL LIGHTS NOT ALLOWED 
Artificial lights must not be used for taking 
fish. 


DYNAMITE AND OTHER EXPLOSIVES 
NOT ALLOWED 

Dynamite or other explosive material shall 
not be used for taking or destroying fish. 


SPOILING OF FISH 
Any fish which is suitable for food must not 
be destroyed or permitted to spoil. 


FISH CAUGHT CONTRARY 
TO THE REGULATIONS 

Every person who catches any fish, the cat- 
Ching, taking, or retaining of which is contrary 
to the Ontario Fishery Regulations, shall im- 
mediately return such fish to the water from 
which it was taken. (Refer to instructions, HOW 
TO RELEASE FISH, on page 11.) 


WINTER FISHING 

The usual regulations that pertain to angling 
apply when fishing through ice. In addition 
when angling through ice no person shall, 

(a) angle with more than two lines except in 
Lake Nipissing (Division 27). In Division 29 
from Mar. 8 (2nd Sat.) to Apr. 30, only one 
line is permitted, and in Labyrinth Lake 
five (5) lines are permitted. 

(b) be more than 60 metres removed from any 
line with which he is angling; 

(c) maintain other than a clear and unobstruct- 
ed view of any line with which he is angling. 

A fisherman may use a tip-up for ice fish- 
ing provided he remains in attendance on it. 


Fishing Hut Removal Dates 
All fish huts used on Lake Temagami, Lake 

Manitou and Lake Timiskaming and waters 

south of and including the French and Mat- 

tawa Rivers and Lake Nipissing must be re- 

moved on or before March 31. 

All fishing huts used on waters listed below 

must be removed by March 15: 

1) all waters in Dvisions 8, 10, and 11; 

2) the waters of Colpoys Bay, Owen Sound, 
Lake Scugog, and Lake Simcoe; 

3) the waters in the Counties of Prescott and 
Russell, Leeds and Grenville, Stormont, 
Dundas and Glengarry, and the Regional 
Municipality of Ottawa-Carleton; 

4) and the waters in Sydney, Thurlow, Tyendi- 
naga, Rawdon, Huntingdon, Hungerford, 
Marmora, Madoc, Elzevir, Lake Tudor, 
Grimsthorpe, Fredericksburg, Adolphus- 
town, Richmond, Camden, Ernestown, 
Sheffield, Abinger, Percy, Cramahe, Murray, 
Seymour, Brighton, Lavant, Darling, 
Pakenham, Hinchinbrooke, Bedford, 
Portland, Loughborough, Storrington, 
Kingston, Pittsburgh, townships and the 
area south of Hwy. 7 in Kaladar, Kinnebec, 
Olden and Oso townships. 


Registration of Fishing Huts 
All fishing huts on the following waters must 

be registered with the local district office: 

1) the waters in Divisions 7 and 8. 

2) the following lakes: Couchiching, Simcoe, 
Puslinch, Nipissing, Temagami, Scugog, 
Timiskaming, Manitou, Muskoka, Joseph, 
Rosseau, Doré, Golden, Muskrat, Round, 
Clear, and Trout (Widdifield Twp. and East 
Ferris Twp.). 

3) the Trent River south of Lock Number 9. 

4) the waters of Owen Sound, Grey County 
and Colpoys Bay; Bruce and Grey Counties.

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BAIT-FISH 

No live bait-fish may be brought into Ontario. 
Bait-fish means the mudminnow family; the 
sucker family; the stickleback family; the lake 
herring of the whitefish family; the darter sub- 
family; the trout-perch family; the sculpin fam- 
ily and any member of the minnow family 
except carp and goldfish. 

Lamprey of any species and at any stage of 
development must not be used for bait. 


Regulations for Catching Bait-fish 

An angler may take bait-fish for personal use 
by means of an angular dipnet (not exceeding 
92 cm x 92 cm), a circular dipnet (not exceeding 
92 cm in diameter), or trapnet (not exceeding 
51 cmin length or 31 cm in diameter) during the 
months of March, April and May between sun- 
rise and sunset for any part of Ontario. He 
must not have more than fifty bait-fish in his 
possession or more than an aggregate weight 
of 18 kilograms. 

No person shall set a trap for bait-fish that is 
not legibly marked with the name of the owner. 


Regulations for Use and Release 
of Bait-fish 

Live bait-fish must not be released into 
waters other than those from which they were 
originally taken. Illegal release can seriously 
damage some fisheries. 

In certain lakes the use of live bait-fish is 
prohibited (See Schedule XIV of the Ontario 
Fishery Regulations.) 

Bait-fish may not be sold except under the 
authority of a bait-fish dealer’s licence.

lf freezing your catch, wrap and freeze each 
fish separately so they may be readily counted. 
If packing the fish in one bag or box arrange 
_them so that they may be readily counted. 


IMPORT AND TRANSFER OF LIVE FISH 
OR SPAWN 

No live fish or spawn may be brought into 
Ontario, or transferred from one body of water 
to another, without the consent of the Minister 
of Natural Resources. 


FIREARMS 

Throughout the year in Ontario from the 
southerly borders of the Districts of Muskoka 
and Nipissing northward, the possession of 
firearms is sufficient evidence of hunting. Do 
not take firearms on fishing, hunting or camp- 
ing trips unless you have a hunting licence. No 
hunting licences are valid from June 16- 
August 31 in the above areas. 


BULLFROGS 

Bullfrogs may be taken from July 21 to 
October 15. The licence to take bullfrogs for 
personal use is free, and possession limit for 
such a licence is ten (10). The fee for a licence 
to take bullfrogs for sale or barter is $25.00. The 
holder of this licence must submit an annual 
return form by registered mail, within 30 days of 
the closing of the bullfrog season, addressed 
to the District Manager in that District in which 
the licence was issued. No licensee in the 
County of Lanark or the Regional Municipality 
of Ottawa-Carleton may take or possess any 
bullfrog with a tibia of less than (5) centimetres 
in length.A licence to take bullfrogs is not valid 
for use in Provincial Parks, where the taking of 
bullfrogs is prohibited. For more information 
please contact your Local District Office. 
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ACCESS TO PRIVATE PROPERTY 

__ A fishing licence does not given any angler 
the right to trespass on private property with- 
out the owner’s permission. : 
River Access . C | 
_ Many of the smaller trout streams in Ontario 
are located on private land and the various 
owners of the properties have paid taxes on the 

bottom of the stream and the banks for many 
years. 

_ When such is the case, the property owner 
can prohibit trespass on the banks and stream 
bed (according to the Trespass to Property 
Act), but he does not own the water or the fish. 


On larger streams, patented lots may extend 
to the centre line of the stream or to the high 
water mark on the bank. A search of the 
original deed in the Registrar’s Office would be 
the only way to determine the extent of private 
ownership. 

_ Navigable streams are generally quite 
obvious as the public has been using them for 
many years. When a dispute arises, it can only 
be legally settled by the Courts of Ontario. 
Indian Reserves 

Fishing is allowed on Indian Reserves only 
with the permission of the Band Council. This 
restriction also applies to non-Indians living on 
reserves. 


WHAT TO DO WHEN YOU CATCH 

A TAGGED FISH 

Tagging projects occur in different parts of the 
province and involve the placing of a metal jaw 
tag, orange dart tag and/or a yellow dorsal tag 
on the mouth and body of the fish from a 
particular species, so that data on its migration, 
population status and spawning habits may be 
obtained. In many parts of Ontario anglers may 
catch fish tagged by Ministry personnel. You are 
therefore urged to forward fish tags to the 
nearest District Office of the Ministry Of 
Natural Resources (see back of Summary) 
along with the following information: your name 
and address, the species of fish, its length and 
weight, where caught and date, whether the 
fish had more than one tag. Any person reporting 
on tagged fish should enclose a sample of six to 
eight scales. Ensure that scale samples are taken 
from the side of the fish. The success of these 
projects depends on your participation. 


HOW TO RELEASE FISH 

Here are a few simple rules for anglers who 
wish to release fish so they can be caught 
again. 

(1) Time is essential. Quickly play and re- 
lease fish. A fish played for too long will be too 
exhausted to recover. 

(2) Keep the fish in the water as much as 
possible. Out of water it will suffocate. Don’t 
allow it to flop on the beach or on rocks. Evena 
few inches of water under a thrashing fish acts 
as a protective cushion. 

(3) Gentle handling is essential. Hands 
should be kept wet when handling fish. Don’t 
put your fingers in the gills or in the eye 
sockets. Do not squeeze small fish; lift them by 
the lower lip. A net is helpful but keep it in the 
water. 

(4) Remove hooks quickly with longnosed 
pliers. If deeply hooked, cut the line and leave 
the hook in. Do not tear out hooks; they will not 
harm the fish. 

(5) To revive an unconscious fish hold it 
upright in the water heading upstream. Apply 
artificial respiration by moving fish forward 
and backward so that water runs through the 
gills. This may take a few minutes. When it 
begins to struggle release it.

CONTAMINANTS IN FISH 

Fish have an unexpected value as 
barometers of the quality of the human en- 
vironment. They are ideal indicators of water 
quality. 

High levels.of a contaminant in fish flesh in- 
dicate that the substance is present in water 
and thus a potential threat to humans even 
though the concentration in water might be far 
too small to measure. 

Since the late 1960s, the Ontario Govern- 
ment has been testing fish from lakes and 
rivers throughout the province. The results of 
this testing program, in the form of fish con- 
sumption advice, are available to the public 
free of charge in the billingual book “Guide to 
Eating Ontario Sport Fish’ 

A total of nearly 1200 water bodies have been 
tested for contaminants such as mercury, 
PCB, DDT, mirex and the dioxin-2,3,7,8-TCDD. 
Species and size-specific guidelines are 
presented for each location tested. The books 
also contain a brief explanation of the various 
contaminants and aids to identifying common 
fish species. Copies of the books are available 
at offices of the Ministry of Natural Resources, 
Ministry of the Environment and the Ministry of 
Northern Affairs.

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EXTENSIVE FISH KILLS 


Please help us by reporting 
them immediately 

Extensive fish die-offs can result froma 
variety of causes — either natural or man- 
made. Although most reported fish kills occur 
during the summer months, winter fish kills are 
not uncommon. 

Natural fish die-offs can be attributed to 
fluctuations in water quality caused by 
phenomena such as extreme temperature 
changes, oxygen depletion resulting from 
biological decomposition, algal toxins, high 
water turbidity and gas supersaturation. Fish 
mortality may also be caused by bacterial, viral 
and parasitic epidemics or may be related to 
spawning. 

Human-related fish kills are generally at- 
tributable to the release of heated effluents or 
toxic chemicals from industrial, agricultural, 
municipal, or other sources. Additionally, the 
use of pesticides in agriculture and aquatic 
weed control has caused some extensive mor- 
talities. Fish kills may also result from the 
manipulation of water levels or flow. 

Fish kill investigations are conducted by 
regional or district personnel of the Ministry of 
the Environment or the Ministry of Natural 
Resources in order to identify causes, suggest 
remedial measures, establish preventative 
measures and collect evidence for possible 
litigation procedures. 

Speed is of utmost importance in the 
preliminary stages of a successful investiga- 
tion. As fish decompose rapidly, particularly in 
warm weather, evidence of the kill or the cause 
of death may be unidentifiable within hours. 
Similarly, in river systems, toxic chemicals and 
fish corpses may travel downstream rendering 
it difficult to discern the cause of the kill. 

Therefore, if you see evidence of any exten- 
sive fish kill, report it immediately to the 
nearest office of the Ministry of the Environ- 
ment or the Ministry of Natural Resources. 


SMELT — ANOTHER THREAT 
TO OUR FISHERIES! 

Smelt are slowly spreading downstream in 
the Rainy River watershed. 

Anglers who dump fish waste and rinse fish 
buckets in rivers or streams near their cottages 
or camps take the risk of introducing fertilized 
smelt eggs into the water system. This practice 
is a direct threat to the commercial and recrea- 
tional fisheries and is contrary to the Te 
Fishery Regulations which prohibit the 
“transfer (of) any fish or spawn from any body 
of water to another body of water within On- 
tario.”’ 

The Ministry of Natural Resources advises 
smelt fishermen operating in Ontario, especial- 


ly northwestern Ontario, to take care when rin- 
sing dressing equipment or dumping entrails, 
and for the sake of our fisheries, to pass the 
word along. 


COMMERCIAL FISHING 

Ontario yields more freshwater fish than any 
other province. In 1984, 15,106,754 kg of smelt, 
lake whitefish, yellow perch and lake herring 
were caught by the commercial fishery. 

In most areas the commercial fish catch 
consists mainly of non-game species and 
generally does not interfere with the sport 
fishery. 

It is a legitimate commercial enterprise 
which is often necessary for the management 
of our fish populations in many of our water- 
bodies. 

Sometimes, however, conflicts develop 
between anglers and commercial fishermen 
competing for the same resource. It is the aim 
of the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources to 
promote the harmonious use of the fishery 
resource amongst all the users.

FUTURE FISH MANAGEMENT 
IN ONTARIO 


Ontario has more lakes and streams than any 
comparable jurisdiction in the world — more 
than 250,000 lakes, unknown miles of rivers 
and streams and 88,026 square kilometres of 
Great Lakes. More than 140 species of fish in- 
habit these waters. 

Fishing in Ontario is enjoyed annually by 
about three million residents and 700,000 non- 
residents. It provides millions of dollars to lo- 
cal economies and creates tens of thousands 
of jobs. 

Fish populations in Ontario, like those in 
other parts of the world, have suffered from the 
degradation of streams and lakes and high 
fishing pressure. 

Protecting the basic productivity of the fish 
community will be the first priority in future 
Management plans which will be based on the 
program, Strategic Plan for Ontario Fisheries. 
This includes protecting and rehabilitating fish 
habitats. 

Fish habitats include not only the water in 
rivers, lakes, streams but also the total sur- 
roundings in which plants and other life forms 
interact to make life possible for fish. 

Most people do not automatically recognize 
the value of fish habitats. It is easy to enlist 
public support to protect a majestic river valley 


or a favorite swimming beach. And yet fish . 
habitats are vital assets to Canadians. They 
are as essential to our commercial and recrea- 
tional fisheries as topsoil is to farming. 
A fish habitat can be wiped out without most 
of us realizing harm has been done. The eggs 
of salmon and trout cannot survive just 
anywhere — they must be laid in streams 
where there is a bed of gravel. If someone hauls 
away the gravel the stream will flow as before 
on the surface, but it will no longer be a stream 
where fish can spawn. Land filling and paving 
over marshes can cut off the flow of nutrients 
and food which fish need for growth. A multi- 
million dollar hydro project can take its toll, but 
So Can a poorly-installed culvert on a farm lane 
crossing a salmon or trout stream if it blocks 
fish migration. 
Among the most common threats posed to 
fish habitats are those associated with: 
-removal of sand or gravel from beaches, 
riverbanks or stream beds 

- diverting streams 

- dredging or filling of drainage works or 
marsh land 

-dams 

-land clearing and some types of road 
construction 

-construction of power installations 

-dyking and stream channelization 

- building‘of causeways, wharves, marinas 
and reservoirs 

- logging and log storage 

- pipeline construction 

The local Ontario Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources’ district office must be contacted 
before commencing any work on stream or 
lake shores. 

During the next few years the emphasis will 
be: 
1) to rehabilitate lakes and streams — to in- 
crease the available habitat and restore and 
recreate spawning beds in order to re- 
establish and enhance natural reproduction 
in the fish populations; 
2) to supplement natural reproduction and 
establish new fishing opportunities by 
doubling the fish stocking capabilities of the 
province; 
to institute a province-wide management 
data information network linked by a com- 
puterized data delivery system that will allow 
fish managers to respond quickly to prob- 
lems; 
to develop a new information program that 
will improve liaison with the public. 
For future generations the Ontario Ministry 
of Natural Resources will preserve the fish- 
eries of Northern Ontario and restore, where 
possible, the fisheries which have been 
degraded in the south. 35
